NEW NOVICE TESTING PROCEDURE. 


Here are some details on the new 
Novice examining procedure, a: 


The volunteer examiner will have a 
choice in making up the form of the test: 
short answer, essay or multiple choice. 
The questions are to be chosen from the 
FCC's Novice question pool, PR Bulletin 
1035A. (Available from FCC field offices 
or ARRL 4Hq.'s Special Request Dept. 
Please include an s.a.s.e.) 

When the new Novice program goes into 
effect on August 31, the certification 
section of the current 610 form must be 
changed until new forms are ready. This 
should be done by writing in the 
underlined words as shown below:

I Certify That: 

Ls I am unrelated to the applicant 
(i.e. not a spouse, parent, child, 
stepchild, sister, brother, aunt, uncle, 
niece, nephew, grandparent, grandchild, 
in-law, stepbrother, stepsister, step- 
mother, stepfather.) 

2. Iam at least 18 years of age. 


3. I have examined the applicant and 


he/she has passed Element 2. 
(Check One) 


I have examined the applicant within 
the past 10 days and he/she has passed the 
five words per minute telegraphy examina- 
tion. 

I have not examined the applicant in 
Element 1(A), since he/she claims tele- 
graphy test credit. The original FCC Form 
645, Code Credit Certificate, is attached. 

I have not examined the applicant in 
Element 1(A), since he/she claims tele- 
graphy test credit. Applicant's statement 
is attached giving the license number, 
expiration date, and class of commercial 
radiotelegraph operator license which 
qualifies him/her for credit.
